NOTIFICATION 

S.R.O. )0 hZ (l)/2015.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1) of section 33 of the Pakistan Medical and Dental Council Ordinance, 1962 (XXXII 
of 1962), the Pakistan Medical and Dental Council, with the previous sanction of 
Federal Government, is pleased to make the following regulations, namely:- 

PART-I 

PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.— (1) These regulations may 
be called the Pakistan Medical and Dental Council (Election) Regulations, 2015. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions.— (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise 

requires, — 

(a) "candidate" means a person who is qualified to contest election 
under clauses (h), (i), (j) and (k) of sub-section(l) of section 3 of 
the Ordinance; 

(b) "Election Committee" means a Committee as set up under section 4 
of the Ordinance to conduct the elections of the Council; 

(c) "faculty" means medical or dental teacher be it assistant professor, 
associate professor or full professor in a medical or dental institution 
having valid registration and who are employed on regular basis or 
on contract and are not on the roll of any other institution at the 
time of announcement of election; 

(d) "Form" means a Form appended to these regulations; 

(e) "Ordinance" means the Pakistan Medical and Dental Council 
Ordinance, 1962 (XXXII of 1962); 

(f) "Polling Agent" means an agent or representative of a contesting 
candidate duly authorized by the candidate and who himself is a 
valid voter; 

(g) "Polling Officer" means the polling officer appointed by the 
Returning Officer for the purpose of election under the Ordinance 
and regulations made thereunder; 

(h) "Presiding Officer" means a presiding officer appointed by the 
Election Committee or Returning Officer to supervise the election 
under the Ordinance and regulations made thereunder; 

(i) "Returning Officer" means a person appointed as such by the 
Chairman Election Committee for the purpose of election under the 
Ordinance and regulations made thereunder; 



(j) "result account" means a result account prepared by the Poling 
Officer, Presiding Officer and Returning Officer, as the case may be, 
in triplicate, at the time of counting of votes; 

(k) "Registrar" means the Registrar of the Council; 

(l) "Schedule" include the schedule of election which indicates the date, 
time and place of filing of nomination papers, scrutiny, final list of 
candidates, withdrawal from election, polling etc; 

(m) "section'' means a section of the Ordinance; 

(n) "Secretary" means the Secretary of the Council; 

(o) "valid registration" means a registration of a medical or dental 
practitioner made by the Council by issuing a certificate of 
registration and if that certificate is valid on the polling day. 

(2) The words and expressions used but not defined herein shall have the 
same meaning as are assigned to them under the Ordinance. 

PART-II 

PROVISIONS RELAING TO HOLDING OF ELECTION 

3. Voter.— (1) A person shall be entitled to vote if,— 

(a) he is a citizen of Pakistan; 

(b) he is a registered medical or dental practitioner having a valid 
registration thereof; 

(c) his name appears on the electoral roll; and 

(d) he is not declared by a competent court of law to be of unsound 
mind. 

(2) For the purpose of election to the Council under the Ordinance, the members to fill 
such seats shall be elected by direct and free vote by means of the single non- 
transferable vote. 

(3) Save as otherwise provided, elections under the Ordinance shall be by secret 
ballot. 

4. Certificate by the Registrar.— The Registrar of the Council, on application, shall 
issue a certificate in respect of each candidate, that: 

(a) he is actively teaching as assistant, associate or full professor in a 
faculty of Pakistan University or, as the case may be, in a medical 
or a dental institution; and 

(b) he has had at least ten years of standing in the medical or dental 
practice, as the case may be, after completion of house job. 

5. Election expenses.— All expenses on the elections, excluding expenses incurred 
by a candidate or a voter in his personal capacity, shall be borne from Council funds. 

(2) When a seat in the Council has become vacant, an election to fill the seat shall be 
held within sixty days from the occurrence of the vacancy. 
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6. Announcement of elections etc.— (1) Subject to sub-section (3) of section 7, 
the Chairman Election Committee, upon occurrence of a vacancy, shall notify the 
schedule of the election and invite candidature of those registered medical or dental 
practitioners who fulfill the prescribed requirements as per law, through an 
advertisement published in one leading newspaper in English and Urdu each, in the 
province concerned mentioning the day, time and place for submission of applications, 
the conditions of a valid voter, including date of clearance of dues, if any fix the time 
and place for depositing nomination papers, holding a scrutiny, making withdrawals, if 
any, and holding the poll, if necessary, and such other conditions as the Chairman may 
deem fit. 

(2) For that purpose, the Chairman of the Election Committee shall appoint a 
Returning Officer. 

7. Secretariat of Election Committee.— (1) The office of the Council shall be 
Secretariat of the Election Committee and the Secretary of the Council shall also 
perform functions as Secretary to the Election Committee, during an election under the 
Ordinance. 

(2) A certificate or order etc., issued by the Election Committee shall be signed by the 
Secretary to the Election Committee and shall bear its official seal. 

8. Preparing and Publishing of electoral roll.— The Council shall be charged with 
the duty of preparing and publishing electoral rolls for election of the Council and 
revising them annually. The Council shall act in aid of the Election Committee in the 
matters connected with and ancillary to organizing the election of its members. 

9. Nomination papers for election.— (1) Every proposal of candidature shall be 
made through nomination paper in Form 'B' and shall be delivered by the candidate 
in person to the Returning Officer in any of the PM&DC Regional Office or Headquarter 
in Islamabad: 

i. Peshawar 

ii. Lahore 

iii. Karachi 

iv. Quetta. 

(2) The nomination paper should be accompanied with the following, namely:- 

(a) attested copy of valid registration certificate; 

(b) pay order or demand draft of a non-refundable fee in favour of the 
Council on account of candidate's election fee of rupees one lac only; 
and pay order or demand draft of refundable security in the favour of 
the Council of rupees one lac only. The security shall be forfeited if a 
candidate fails to secure at least 20% of votes polled; 

(c) declaration on judicial paper that he himself, his spouse or children has 
no any conflict of interest as owner, partner or having any financial 
interest in a medical or dental institution. 

(d) attested copy of Computerised National Identity Card and permanent 
residence certificate of the nominated candidate duly attested by a valid 
registered medical practitioner having ten years standing with Council 
with copy of the attester's registration certificate: 

Explanation.- Attestation can be done by a faculty member having 
valid registration serving at any medical or dental college recognised under 
the Ordinance. 
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(3) Every nomination paper shall contain complete information accompanied with 
supporting documents: 

Provided that a failure to disclose conflict of interest and to make a 
declaration as to truthfulness or accuracy of information provided in the nomination 
paper shall be deemed to be a defect of a substantial character which may entail 
disciplinary as well as penal consequences, including but not limited to, rejection of 
nomination papers, forfeiture of deposits, suspension of registration and proceedings 
under the Ordinance and any other law for time being in force. 

10. Objection against candidature.— Any candidate or a voter or authority may 
object to the candidature of a person who has submitted nomination papers before the 
Returning Officer within the period specified by the Election Committee for the scrutiny 
of nomination papers of candidates contesting elections of the Council. 

11. Scrutiny of candidature.— (1) The Returning Officer shall, in the presence of 
persons who as may be attending the scrutiny, examine the nomination papers and 
decide any objection raised by any such person to nomination under scrutiny. 

(2) The Returning Officer may, either of his own motion or upon any objection, 
conduct such summary inquiry as he may think fit and reject any nomination paper if 
he is satisfied the candidate is not qualified to be elected as member of the Council or 
he has conflict of interest or information he rendered is not true and accurate. 

(3) The Returning Officer shall endorse on every nomination paper his decision 
accepting or rejecting it and shall, in the case of rejection, record a brief statement of 
reasons therefor. 

12. Notice for withdrawal of candidature..— (1) A candidate may withdraw his 
candidature at any time before printing of ballot papers by delivering a notice in 
writing under his hand to the Presiding Officer with whom his nomination paper has 
been deposited, and a candidate who has given a notice of withdrawal of his 
candidature under this clause shall not be allowed to withdraw that notice. 

(2) If all save one of the candidates have withdrawn, that one shafl be a returned 
candidate to be declared elected on the day appointed for declaration of result. 

13. List of validly nominated candidates.— (1) Immediately after the expiry of the 
period fixed for withdrawals, the Returning Officer shall, by notification, publish the 
names of validly nominated candidates who have not withdrawn their candidature for 
printing of ballot papers. 

14. Appointment of polling agent.— A validly nominated candidate may, before the 
commencement of the poll, appoint not more than one polling agent for observing the 
poll and the count; and shall give a notice in writing to the Presiding Officer in 
duplicate, who shall return one copy thereof to the election agent after affixing 
thereon his seal and signature in token of his approval of the appointment. 

15. Appointment of Presiding and Polling Officers — (1) The Returning Officer 
may appoint a Presiding Officer to conduct the poll with the assistance of such officers 
as he may think necessary. 

(2) The Presiding Officer shall conduct the poll in accordance with these regulations 
and be responsible for maintaining order during the poll. 
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16. Counting of votes at the close of poll.— (1) The Presiding Officer shall 
count the votes immediately after the close of the poll in the presence of such of the 
contesting candidates and polling agents as may be present. 

(2) The Presiding Officer shall, immediately after the count, prepare a 
statement of the count in such form as may be prescribed showing therein the 
number of valid votes polled to each contesting candidate and the ballot papers 
excluded from the count. 

(3) The Presiding Officer shall give a certified copy of the statement of the count and 
the ballot paper account to the candidates or their polling agents and obtain a receipt 
for such copy. 

(4) After the close of the proceedings under the regulations, the Presiding Officer shall 
cause the packets, the statement of the count and the ballot paper account prepared 
by him to be sent to the Returning Officer together with such other records as the 
Election Committee may direct. 

17. Consolidation of results. — (1) The Returning Officer shall give the 
contesting candidates and their election agents a notice in writing of the day, time 
and place fixed for the consolidation of the results, and, in the presence of such of 
the contesting candidates and election agents as may be present consolidate the 
results of the count furnished by the Presiding Officers. 

(2) The Returning Officer may recount the ballot papers— 

(a) upon the request of, or challenge in writing made by, a contesting 
candidate or his agent, if the Returning Officer is satisfied that the 
request or the challenge is reasonable; or 

(b) if so directed by the Election Committee, in which case the recount 
shall be held in such manner and at such place as may be directed by 
the Election Committee. 



(3) After consolidation of results the Returning Officer shall give to such 
contesting candidates and their agents as may be present during the consolidation 
proceedings, a copy of the result of the count notified to the Election Committee 
immediately against proper receipt. 

18. Declaration of results.— (1) The Returning Officer shall, after consolidating the 
result of the count, forward the results of the count to the Election Committee which 
shall declare by public notice the contesting candidate who has received the highest 
number of votes to be elected. 

(2) Where, after the count it is found that there is equality of votes between two or 
more contesting candidates the Election Committee shall decide the matter by lot. The 
contesting candidates or their authorised representatives may attend the process. 

(3) In case the Election Committee is satisfied that any unfair means have been 
adopted by the candidates or their representatives, it may declare the whole or partial 
election as invalid and direct holding of fresh election within a period specified by the 
Election Committee at the time of declaring the election invalid. 

(4) The Federal Government, upon receipt of result from the Election Committee, shall 
notify, in the official Gazette, elected candidates as member of the Council. 
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(5) The Results of an election shall be declared not later than fourteen days after its 
polling day. 



19. Disputes regarding election and their resolution.— All disputes relating to 
elections shall be decided under subsection (2) of section 4: 

Provided that decision of the Returning Officer or, as the case may be, 
the Election Committee may be challenged in two days: 

Provided further that the Election Committee shall within three days on 
receipt thereof decide the complaint. 

20. Powers to issue instructions, etc.— Save as otherwise provided, 
the Election Committee may issue such instructions and exercise such powers as may 
be necessary for ensuring that the election is conducted honestly, justly 
and fairly and in furtherance to the purpose of the Ordinance and the regulations made 
thereunder. 

21. Bar against participation in election.— No member including Chairman of 
Election Committee and Management Committee or his immediate family members 
shall be eligible to take part in election of the Council. 

Explanation :— The expression "immediate family members" means spouse 
and children. 



PART-III 
THE CANDITURE 

Election within Public or Private Sector Medical and Dental Initiations in a Province 

[Under Section 3{l)(h) and (i)] 

22. Candidature.— (1) For the purpose of election for member under clauses (h) and 
(i) of subsection (1) of Section 3, a person shall not be qualified to be candidate and 
elected as member of the Council unless he fulfils the conditions of such candidature 
provided in the Ordinance and regulations 3. 

Election within Medical or Dental Practitioners in a Province, the Federally 
Administrative Tribal Area and the Islamabad Capital Territory 

(Under Section 3(l)(j) and (k)) 



23. Candidature.— For the purpose of election for member under clauses (j) and (k) 
of subsection (1) of Section 3, a person shall not be qualified to be candidate and 
elected as member of the Council unless, he— 

(a) Fulfils the conditions of such candidature under the 
Ordinance and regulations 3; 

(b) He is domiciled in the respective province, or, as the case 
may be, or Federally Administrative Tribal Area or 
Islamabad Capital Territory; 
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PART-IV 



ELECTION OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT 

24. Election of Executive Committee, President and Vice President.— (1) An 

election shall be held for the purpose of electing Executive Committee, President or 
Vice President of the Council from amongst the members of Council at its first 
meeting. 



Provided that nominees of Federal Government shall not be eligible for 
the post of President in terms of sub-section (3) of section 7. 

(2) The Chairman of Election Committee shall conduct the proceedings for election of 
Executive Committee, President or Vice President and shall invite nominations thereof. 

(3) The election of the Executive Committee, President and Vice President 
shall be held in a meeting of the Council in which at least two third of the total 
membership of the council is present in attendance. 

(4) If there are more than one contesting members, the Chairman, Election 
Committee shall proceed to hold election by secret ballot. 

(5) The Chairman of the Election Committee shall forward the result of the election to 
the Federal Government for notification in the official Gazette. 



PART-V 

MISCELLANEOUS 



25. Disposal of election papers.— On the completion of the election proceedings, 
the presiding officer shall make bundles of the nomination papers, the voting papers 
and the identification envelopes, seal each of the bundles and hand over them and all 
other papers relating to the elections, to the Secretary of the Election Committee, who 
shall keep them for a period of six months and thereafter cause them to be destroyed, 
unless specifically directed not to do so by any authority or court of law. 

26. Repeal.— The Medical and Dental Council Election Regulations, 2008 and all 
other regulations, notified or not, relating to election of the Council are hereby 
repealed.
